Columbus. Ohio, Feb. 12. — The 
net result of the Republican pri­ 
maries h» Id throughout Ohio yester­ 
day win for William 11. Taft, four 
delegates at large and twenty-two 
delegates to the State convention to 
he held Marc h 3, which will be unan­ 
imously in his favor. Hardin Coun­ 
ty held no primary. 
Scarcely any opposition developed 
during the day. The Supreme Court 
destroyed all chances of success by 
the Foraker element in Cuyahoga 
County by declaring that the Taft 
County Committee was the only val­ 
id organization of its kind in that 
county, and the selection of dele­ 
gates there went by default, no tick­ 
et being placed in the field against 
the Taft candidates. 
In Knox County the opposition to 
Taft had brought an “indepedent” 
ticket into the field, the independ­ 
ents, however, 
being all 
Foraker 
men. 
The 
Taft Candidates won, 
the vote being about 4 to 1 in their 
favor. 
Actual voting for delegates to the 
State convention was carried on in 
but thirty-five out of a total of eigh­ 
ty-eight counties in the State, the

Cotton Gin Report. 
Austin: 
E. W. Winkler, chief 
clerk of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, made a report of the cotton re­ 
ported ginned in Texas during the 
month of January. 
This includes 
some cotton ginned in former months 
hut which was not reported until 
January. 
The cotton reported dur­ 
ing this month was 132,157 bales 
The amount up to January 1 was 
1,(170,922, making a total of 1,803

NEW RIO GRANDE T R E A T Y . 


May B« Signed Up Petween Uncle 
8am end Mexico. 
City of Mexico, Feb. 8. — It is 
highly probable that the treaty of 
1848 between the United States and 
Mexico, fixing the boundary line 
along the Rio Grande, will be abro­ 
gated and another one signed and 
ratified, as a result of the negoti­ 
ations which are now in progress. 
The question at issue is not to 
make the Rio Grande navigable to a 
greater extent than is enjoyed at 
at “present, but to destroy its pres­ 
ent navigability in the interest of ag­ 
riculture and the development of an- 
jaccnt lands on either side of the 
stream. 
The treaty of 1848 estab­ 
lishing the Rio Grande as the divid­ 
ing line between a portion of the 
frontiers of the two countries stip­ 
ulated that neither country should 
for any purpose divert the channel 
of the stream or take from it a suf­ 
ficient amount of-water to render it 
navigable to a certain distance from 
its mouth. 
It was believed at that time that 
the navigability of the river would 
be of prime importance to the com­ 
merce and interests of the frontier. 
Times, however, have changed in the 
last sixty years, and the great advan­ 
tage of the frontier States and the 
development of lands have been so 
important that the navigability of 
the stream has become a secondary 
consideration and is giving way to 
the growing demands of agriculture 
and cultivation of arid lands.

llio United States about 1893, cross­ 
ing the Rio Grande at Brownsville, 
Texas, which is just across the river 
from Matamoras, Mexico. 
Prior to 
this time the insect was dangerous, 
and as far back as 1862 it caused 
the Spanish and Indian planters in 
the vicinity of Monclova, Mexico, to 
abandon the culture of cotton, and 
after permitting their cotton land 
to lie out for about three years be­ 
gan planting again, only to find the 
weevil as pestiferous as ever. 
Since 
the insect lives on the cotton plant 
alone, its reappearance can only be 
accounted for by reason of volunteer 
cotton plants, and the presence of 
cotton trees perhaps in that locality 
or in close 
proximity. 
To 
travel 
from say the city of Progress, in 
Montclovo, Mexico, to Brownville, a 
distance as the crow* flies of about 
350 miles in a southwesterly direc­ 
tion, it required at least 31 years and 
presumably a much longer time, or 
about ten miles per year, which is 
not in keeping with statements made 
heretofore concerning the itinerary 
of the insect, the rate of travel be­ 
ing, it is alleged by some writers on 
this subject, about 60 miles per an­ 
num. 
After reaching the United States 
the weevil seemed to become decided­ 
ly aggressive and disposed to travel 
fast, for at the close of the cotton 
season of 1894 the territory embrac­ 
ed in Duval and Bee Counties, Tex­ 
as, w*as infested, indicating a jour­ 
ney northward from Brownsville, in 
two seasons of about 210 miles, which 
plainly indicates one cannot meas­ 
ure the distance these insects will 
travel in a given time in advance of 
the actual trip. 
In the year follow­ 
ing 1895 it made further inroads on 
the cotton fields of Southwest Tex­ 
as, presumably increasing in number 
and gaining strength at a greater 
ratio than was the case in Mexico, 
because of more abundant food, and j 
at the close of this season they were j 
found near San Antonio 
in 
pro- | 
fusion, a distance from probable end j 
of 1894 journey, of about 140 miles 
nearly north and further to north­ 
ward than they had ever been noticed 
before. During this season they had 
also traveled to the northeast about 
as far as they had gone to the north, 
for at the close of 1895 a single field 
near Wharton, some 140 miles from 
Bee County, was completely occu­ 
pied with them. 
Wharton by air 
line is about 120 miles slightly north 
of west of Galveston. Hence in three 
seasons the weevil had penetrated 
the San Antonio district, and during 
the same period 
has 
approached 
Galveston, establishing outposts 300 
miles apart, and moving in broken 
and independent bodies 
upon 
the 
productive cotton fields of the Lone 
Star State. Here is where the State 
of Texas should have instituted vig­ 
orous quarantines and drastic meas­ 
ures for the control and ultimate ex­ 
termination of this importation from 
Mexico. The season of 1896 w*as un­ 
favorable for the grow’th and propa­ 
gation of the insect, being very dry, 
in fact that portion of Texas in­ 
fested suffered from a long and un­ 
broken drouth which not only pre­ 
vented the spread of the insect to 
other territories, but caused an ab­ 
solute shrinkage of the line of de- 
markation; all of which w*as clearly 
in favor of legal measures and hu­ 
man efforts aimed at the destruction 
of this dangerous enemy. 
However, 
nothing potent was done, 
and 
in 
1897 the onw’ard march was resumed 
and has been unchecked until the 
Mississippi has been crossed. 
The 
time required to cross the Mississip­ 
pi River from Wharton, Texas,, a 
distan.ee of about 250 miles, was from 
the beginning of the season of 1896 
to 1905, or say ten years, ayeraging 
25 miles per season. 
Since the weevil is a hibernating 


ed, and in the dead 
grass, 
weeds, 
stumps, etc., in lands adjacent to 
and close to the cotton field, it l>c- 
comes of first importance that all re­ 
fuse matter, 
humus 
and 
hiding 
places of whatsoever character be ef­ 
fectually removed. 
Destroying by 
fire is the only way to start the bat­ 
tle against the spread of this insect. 
Hake anb pile all the dead cotton 
stalks, dead grass, rubbish of all 
kinds and burn it completely, leav­ 
ing the surface of the field clean and 
bare. 
(Mean out all 
hedge 
rows, 
fence corners and around all sound 
stumps and clean up the land sur­ 
rounding the infected field and ap­ 
ply the torch, 
burning clean and 
thorough. 
To find encouragement 
in doing this, remember one old fe­ 
male weevil will under favorable cir­ 
cumstances reproduce herself one 
hundred times in from twenty to 
twenty-five days, and these one hun­ 
dred youngsters begin at once prop­ 
agating themselves with a degree of 
dilligence worthy a better cause. By 
a little calculation one can ascertain 
the producing power of one old fe­ 
male during a season of propitious 
1 weather, therefore clean up and burn 
now everything that will furnish the 
hibernating weevil a winter’s habitat. 
Having cleaned and burned the 
infested area, take a good 
tw*o 
or 
three-horse plow and turn the cotton 
field under, cutting close, so that 
there will he few if any breaks to 
furnish a home for any of the wee­ 
vils escaping the fire. By doing this 
much will have been accomplished 
toward eradication, and to succeed 
in the effort the work must be done 


J now, this winter, not deferring oper­ 
ations until spring time, for with 
the first warm rays of sunshine in 
the early spring months the sleep­ 
ing enemy has become a ravaging 
pest once more, menacing the crop, 
if not literally destroying it. 
The natural enemies of the wee­ 
vil are more or less numerous, and 
probably not more than say one-tenth 
that enter the hibernating stage live 
, to puncture a cotton square of boll, 
although they do not freeze, nor is 
it natural for them to do aught but 
sleep and come forth in the spring 
again. 
But the birds are looking 
for them and destroy many in the 
early 
stages; 
frogs and ants eat 
them, and so do snakes, and with 
the aid of these natural enemies the 
cotton planter can by vigorous, con­ 
certed and intelligent actions obtain 
such an advantage as to reduce the 
j boll weevil to the minimum number 
and destroy its pow’er for great and' 
w i despread dostruct ion. 
Every planter should be able to 
recognize the presence of the w’eevil 
by evidences of its destructive ^ o rk 
and to assist those who have not 
come into personal contact with this 
insect, allow’ us to 
say when the 
planter notices squares 
flaring 
or 
falling he may well suspect the pres­ 
ence of the weevil. 
How*ever, other 
unseen pests and climatic conditions 
cause squares to fall, hence it is time 
when these things are 
noticed 
to 
commence an investigation that the 
truth may be known, and if the wee- 
vil is found steps taken promptly 
for its extermination. 
The egg is 
deposited in a cavity caused by the 
female eating into the fruit of the 
plant; in about three or four days 
it hatches and the resultant grub be­ 
gins at 
o i k a feeding on the plant. 
MMie safest indications of the pest is 
when squares are falling or flaring 
and when an unusual 
number 
of 
plants are thus effected, if the plant­ 
er will cut 
open 
some 
of 
these 
squares for the purpose of examina­ 
tion and there finds a small whitish 
curved grub, he may feel reasonably 
certain the Mexican boll w’eevil ia 
attacking his crop.—Henry S. Real, 
Atlanta, Ga., in Cotton Journal.

Raturned T rave le r T elle H ow to Pra> 
para Cuban D elicacy. 


Charles J. Post, the illustrator, who 
has Just returned from Cuba, is mak­ 
ing all his friends happy by telling 
them how to prepare a new and most 
delectable supper dish, says the New 
York Times. 
This is the “Huevos 
Malaguena,” which has long been one 
of the favorite viands served at the 
best Havana restaurants. 
While It Is possible to prepare this 
dish in the chafing dish, the 
Cuban 
method of cooking it Is to make it 
directly over the fire in a porcelain 
lined stew pan. 
Into this the cook 
pours some good olive oil—not a tea- 
spoonful or two, or enough to Just 
grease the bottom of the pan, but a 
goodly quantity, that the oil may bub­ 
ble conspicuously 
when 
sufficiently 
heated. When this result has been at­ 
tained, drop some eggs gently Into the 
hot oil; follow quickly with shrimp, 
French peas and capers, and let the 
mixture remain over the Are Just long 
enough to enable the eggs to poach to 
the extent desired. 
Then, season to 
taste with salt, white pepper, and pap­ 
rika. 
As this combination of egg, fish and 
vegetable should appear at the table 
In the same utensil in which It is 
cooked, It may be made still more 
attractive by being prepared In indi­ 
vidual dishes—one or two eggs and a 
corresponding quantity of shrimp, peas 
and capers being apportioned to each 
dish. 
But however it may be made, 
one thing at least is certain.

H O U 8 E H O L D H IN T S . 


When mixing mustard add a drop or 
two of salad oil to it. It will greatly 
improve the flavor. 
A tablespoonful of borax is an agree­ 
able addition to the dishwater and 
helps to keep the hands soft, instead 
of irritating them, as soda does. 
To keep lemons as well as to im­ 
prove their flavor, put them into more 
than enough water to cover them and 
change it every day or two. 
A pan of borax and sugar kept under 
the sink will discourage roaches. 
Plenty of hot water and washing 
soda put down the sink pipes will keep 
them clear and lessen the plumber’s 
bill. 
If tea or cofTee be spilled on a wool­ 
en material it may be removed by ap­ 
plying glycerin to the spot, afterward 
washing out the glycerin with water. 
Discolored 
ivory 
knife 
handles 
should be cleaned with lemon juice 
and salt. 
Cut a lemon in half, dip 
it in salt and with it rub the ivory. 
Wash off immediately with warm wa­ 
ter and wipe dry.

’‘boiling” eggs without water.

novelty is exploited at one of Chi­ 
cago’s leading hotels, and as the feat 
is accomplished directly before the 
eyes of the guest, the new way of 
cooking generally attracts attention 
and comment. 
The waiter places a 
box-like apparatus before the guest 
and turns on a little electricity from 
the bracket on the wall and places 
the desired number of eggs in tho 
heater. In about a minute and a half, 
or half the time consumed by

hot water process, the eggs are cooked 
to a turn. 
The process is an idea 
originated by Prof. Radtke of Armour 
Institute.

It is not only important to know 
how to cook, but it is equally impor­ 
tant to know where to cook. 
Cook­ 
ing in a dirty kitchen can never pro­ 
duce good food. 
The idea is simply 
preposterous, yet kitchen walls are 
left for months—sometimes for years 
without cleansing. 
In the first place the kltefltn wall 
should have a light tint that the mer­ 
est fleck of dirt can be seen; that the 
sheerest 
cobweb 
can 
be 
brushed 
away; that the tiniest water bug can 
be discerned. It is all folly expecting 
clean food in a kitchen with dirty 
walls. 
Never put a wall coating on 
a 
kitchen wall that is mixed with hot 
water or that has glue in it, or sour 
milk la it if mixed with cold water. 
Glue walls made from horses' hoofs 
colored up with cheap colorings do 
not Indicate good housekeeping. The 
glue is constantly flecking off, fall­ 
ing into the food and the idea of food 
flavored with glue made from horses’ 
hoofs Is not appetizing. 
Kitchen walls to be thoroughly sat­ 
isfactory should be alabastined the 
same as every other wall 
in 
the 
house. 
They should be coated regu­ 
larly in the spring and fall of each 
year with a light tint. 
The care of the pantry 
requires 
constant attention. 
The walls should 
be brushed over every 
year, 
the 
dishes removed from 
tho 
shelves 
which should be thoroughly 
wiped 
with hot water. 
If there are ant 
holes or any other insects in the pan­ 
tries a thick putty of the wall coat­ 
ing can be made and all the ant holes, 
even small mice holes can be filled 
with it which will protect the pantry 
from the incursions of disagreeable 
Insects and mice.

HOW TO WA8H MIRRORS. 


Soft Rag Dipped In Alcohol Will Kaop 
Thom In Condition. 


Some persons have a difficulty in 
keeping mirrors in proper condition, 
but a soft rag dipped in alcohol and 
wiped over the glass, that is after­ 
wards rubbed dry, is all that is neces­ 
sary when the mirror appears dim or 
spotted. 
For this purpose cheese cloth is 
best. 
When spots appear at the back of 
the mirror on the quicksilver it is gen­ 
erally for the reason that the glass is 
hung where a strong sunlight can rest 
upon it. At first tiny specks no larger 
than pin points make their appear­ 
ance, then they spread, 
becoming 
larger and finally meet in a cloudy ef­ 
fect which cannot be remedied except 
by a repetition of the quicksilvering 
process. 
Damp walls are another source of 
damage to mirrors, for they, too, de­ 
stroy the quicksilver. 
Frames can be kept in good condi­ 
tion by wiping often with a soft rag. 
If the frame is a good quality of gild­ 
ing it may be washed with soap and 
water when necessary, but the cheap­ 
er, ordinary gilt frames should never 
be touched with water. When they begin 
to blacken a rag moistened 
lightly 
with turpentine will usually restore 
the gilding. 


TO REMOVE 8POTS FROM SILK. 


Combination of Gasoline and Talcum 
Powder Effective. 


It Is said that spots on silk can be 
cleansed with gasoline and no mark 
will be left if the dampened spots are 
covered 
with 
talcum 
powder 
and 
brushed 
when 
perfectly 
dry. 
One 
might make the experiment on a piece 
of cloth, for it is always best to un­ 
derstand cleaning methods before risk 
ing the art on fine material. One thing 
is quite certain: 
Fuller's 
earth if 
sprinkled over grease marks on deli­ 
cate silk will clean the blemishes and 
leave no marks. It should be allowed 
to remain on the material for several 
hours. 
A good way to clean a net or lace 
waist is to put it in a heavy pillow 
case and sprinkle it quite lavishly 
with flour and cornmeal. 
Take the 
bag into the yard and shake It vigor­ 
ously, but not enough to injure the 
lace. 
It can be left in the bag for 
several days. 
Take out the waist 
and shake free from dirt and flour mix­ 
ture. 
In most cases the waist will 
not only be perfectly clean, but the 
lace will be light and fluffy looking. 
Furs can be cleaned in the same 
manner if they are of light color, 
though the dark ones will look better 
if cleaned by a hot cornmeal process. 


THE TIME TEST. 


Potato Scones. 
Sift a cupful and a half of flour with 
a half teaspoonful of salt and two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and 
rub in three tablespoonfuls of short­ 
ening. Add one cupful of light fresh­ 
ly mashed potatoes, add one well-beat­ 
en egg and enough milk to make a 
soft dough. Roll out half inch thick, 
cut and bake on a hot griddle or in a 
hot oven. Serve very hot with plenty 
of butter. 


Citron Preserves. 
Pare, weigh and scald with a piece 
of alum, the size of a walnut, in 
water, one large citron. 
Boil 
until 
sufficiently tender to pierce with 
a 
straw, slice and remove the seeds. 
Add its weight in sugar and allow 
‘o stand thus over night. 
Boil fcalf an hour with a pinch of 
mace and two lemons sliced. 
Bottle while hot. 


Apple Pancakes. 
Mix one pint of sour milk, one tea­ 
spoonful of saleratus, one cupful of 
Indian meal, one cupful of molasses, 
three sweet apples cut fine and suf­ 
ficient flour to thicken. 
Fry in deep boiling lard and serve 
hot with cinnamon (powdered) Mid 
pulverized sugar mixed. 


To Clean Wood. 
If your kitchen table or your bread 
board is discolored, 
and 
scrubbing 
with soap does not whiten it, take a 
piece of bath brick, wash the board 
^rith hot soapy water, and then rub 
it thickly with the bath brick. 
Then 
use a good scrub brush and more hot 
water, give 
a thorough 
scrubbing, 
rinse it in clean water, and if possible 
put it out in the sunlight to dry. Fine 
sand used instead of a bath brick 
will usually, in conjunction with soap 
and 
water, 
remove 
the 
obstinate 
stains.

— It is 
highly probable that the treaty of 
1848 between the United States and 
Mexico, fixing the boundary lino 
along the Rio Grande, will be abro­ 
gated and another one signed and 
ratified, as a result of the negoti­ 
ations which are now in progress. 
The question at issue is not to 
make the Rio Grande navigable to a 
greater extent than is enjoyed at 
at “present, but to destroy its pres­ 
ent navigability in the interest of ag­ 
riculture and the development of ad­ 
jacent lands on either side of the 
stream. 
The treaty of 1848 estab­ 
lishing the Rio Grande as the divid­ 
ing line between a portion of the 
frontiers of the two countries stip­ 
ulated that neither country should 
for any purpose divert the channel 
of the stream or take from it a suf­ 
ficient amount of-water to render it 
navigable to a certain distance from 
its mouth. 
It was believed at that time that 
the navigability of the river would 
be of prime importance to the com­ 
merce and interests of the frontier. 
l imes, however, have changed in the 
last sixty years, and the great advan­ 
tage of the frontier States and the 
development of lands have been so 
important that the navigability of 
the stream has become a secondary 
consideration and is giving way to 
the growing demands of agriculture 
and cultivation of arid lands.

The Mexican boll weevil came to 
the United States about 1893, cross­ 
ing the Rio Grande at Brownsville, 
Texas, which is just across the river 
from Matamoras, Mexico. 
Prior to 
this time the insect was dangerous, 
and as far back as 1862 it caused 
the Spanish and Indian planters in 
the vicinity of Monclova, Mexico, to 
abandon the culture of cotton, and 
after perm itting their cotton land 
to lie out for about three years be­ 
gan planting again, only to find the 
weevil as pestiferous as ever. 
Since 
the insect lives on the cotton plant 
alone, its reappearance can only bo 
accounted for by reason of volunteer 
cotton plants, and the presence of 
cotton trees perhaps in that locality 
or in close 
proximity. 
To 
travel 
from say the city of Progress, in 
Montelovo, Mexico, to Brownville, a 
distance as the crow flies of about 
350 miles in a southwesterly direc­ 
tion, it required at least 31 years and 
presumably a much longer time, or 
about ten miles per year, which is 
not in keeping with statements made 
heretofore concerning the itinerary 
of the insect, the rate of travel be­ 
ing, it is alleged by some writers on 
this subject, about 60 miles per an­ 
num. 
After reaching the United State.- 
the weevil seemed to become decided­ 
ly aggressive and disposed to travel 
fast, for at the close of the cotton

season of 1894 the territory embrac- I 
cd in Duval and Bee Counties,” Tex­ 
as, was infested, indicating a jour­ 
ney northward from Brownsville, in 
two seasons of about 210 miles, which 
plainly indicates one cannot meas­ 
ure the distance these insects will 
travel in a given time in advance of 
the actual trip.

as, presumably increasing in number 
and gaining strength at a greater 
ratio than was the case in Mexico, I 
because of more abundant food, and i 
at the close of this season they were ;

fusion, a distance from probable end I 
of 1894 journey, of about 140 miles 1 
nearly north and further to north­ 
ward than they had ever been noticed 
before. 
During this season they had 
also traveled to the northeast about 
as far as they had gone to the north, 
for at the close of 1895 a single field 
near Wharton, some 140 miles from 
Bee County, was completely occu­ 
pied with them. 
W harton by air 
line is about 120 miles slightly north 
of west of Galveston. Hence in three 
seasons the weevil had penetrated i 
the San Antonio district, and during 
the same period 
has 
approached 
Galveston, establishing outposts 300 
miles apart, and moving in broken 
and independent bodies 
upon 
the 
productive cotton fields of the Lone- 
Star State. Here is where the State 
of Texas should have instituted vig­ 
orous quarantines and drastic meas­ 
ures for the control and ultimate ex­ 
termination of this importation from 
Mexico. The season of 1896 was un­ 
favorable for the growth and propa­ 
gation of the insect, being very dry, 
in fact that portion of Texas in­ 
fested suffered from a long and un­ 
broken drouth which not only pre­ 
vented the spread of the insect to 
other territories, but caused an ab­ 
solute shrinkage of the line of de- 
m arkation; all of which was clearly 
in favor of legal measures and hu­ 
man efforts aimed at the destruction 
of this dangerous enemy. 
However, 
nothing potent was done, 
and 
in 
1897 the onward march was resumed 
and has been unchecked until the 
Mississippi has been crossed. 
The 
time required to cross the Mississip­ 
pi River from Wharton, Texas,, a 
distance of about 250 miles, was from 
the beginning of the season of 1896 
to 1905, or say ten years, averaging 
25 miles per season. 
Since the weevil is a hibernating 


insect, seeking its winter quarters in 
rubbish of all kinds found in the 
cotton field after picking is complet­ 
ed, and in the dead 
grass, 
weeds, 
stumps, etc., in lands adjacent to 
and close to the cotton field, it be­ 
comes of first importance that all re­ 
fuse m atter, 
humus 
and 
hiding 
places of whatsoever character be ef­ 
fectually removed. 
Destroying by 
fire is the only way to start the bat­ 
tle against the spread of this insect. 
Rake a nib pile all the dead cotton 
stalks, dead grass, rubbish of all 
kinds and burn it completely, leav­ 
ing the surface of the field clean and 
bare. 
Clean out 
all 
hedge 
rows, 
fence corners and around all sound 
stumps and clean up the land sur­ 
rounding the infected field and ap­ 
ply the torch, 
burning clean 
and 
thorough. 
To find encouragement 
in doing this, remember one old fe­ 
male weevil will under favorable cir­ 
cumstances reproduce 
herself 
one 
hundred times in from twenty to 
twenty-five days, and these one hun­ 
dred youngsters begin at once prop­ 
agating themselves with a degree of 
dilligence worthy a better cause. By 
a little calculation one can ascertain 
the producing power of one old fe­ 
male during a season of propitious 
weather, therefore clean up and burn 
now everything that will furnish the 
hibernating weevil a winter’s habitat. 
Having cleaned and burned the 
infested area, take a good 
two 
or 
three-horse plow and turn the cotton 
field under, cutting close, so that 
there will be few if any breaks to 
furnish a home for any of the wee­ 
vils escaping the fire. 
By doing this 
much will have been accomplished 
toward eradication, and to succeed 
in the effort the work must be done 
now, this winter, not deferring oper- 
! ations until spring time, for with 
the first warm rays of sunshine in 
the early spring months the sleep­ 
ing enemy has become a ravaging 
pest once more, menacing the crop, 
if not literally destroying it. 
The natural enemies of the wee­ 
vil are more or less numerous, and 
probably not more than say one-ten til 
that enter the hibernating stage live 
to puncture a cotton square of boll, 
although they do not freeze, nor is 
it natural for them to do aught but 
sleep and come forth in the spring 
again. 
But the birds are looking 
o 
for them and destroy many in the 
early 
stages; 
frogs and ants eat 
them, and so do snakes, and with 
the aid of these natural enemies the 
cotton planter can by vigorous, con­ 
certed and intelligent actions obtain 
| such an advantage as to reduce the 
boll weevil to the minimum number 
and destroy its power for great and 
w ide s p r ca d destruction. 
Every planter should he able to 
recognize the presence of the weevil 
by evidences of its destructive work 
and to assist those who have not 
come into personal contact with this 
insect, allow us to 
say 
when 
the 
planter notices squares 
flaring 
or 
falling he may well suspect the pres­ 
ence of the weevil. 
However, other 
unseen pests and climatic conditions 
cause squares to fall, hence it is time 
when these things are 
noticed 
to 
commence an investigation that the 


I truth may be known, and if the wee­ 
vil is found steps taken promptly 
for its extermination. 
The egg is 
deposited in a cavity caused by the 
female eating into the fruit of the 
plant; in about three or four days 
it hatches and the resultant grub be­ 
gins at once feeding on the plant.

when

heated. When this result has been at­ 
tained, drop some eggs gently into the 
hot oil; follow quickly with shrimp, 
French peas and capers, and let the 
mixture remain over the fire just long 
enough to enable the eggs to poach to 
the extent desired. 
Then, season to 
taste with salt, white pepper, and pap­ 
rika. 
As this combination of egg, fish and 
vegetable should appear at the table 
in the same utensil in which it is 
cooked, it may be made still more 
attractive by being prepared in indi­ 
vidual dishes—one or two eggs arid a 
corresponding quantity of shrimp, peas 
and capers being apportioned to each 
dish. 
But however it may be made, 
one thing at least is certain. It may 
be depended upon to play the role 
of a captivating surprise at whatever 
hour of the day of evening you may 
invite your guests to partake of it.

When mixing mustard add a drop or 
two of salad oil to it. It will greatly 
improve the flavor.

Select potatoes of medium and uni­ 
form size. Wash very clean with a 
brush and drop into a kettle of boiling 
water to which has been added a 
little salt and a pinch of soda. 
Boil 
about five minutes 
until hot to the 
center, take out of water and put in 
a hot oven, 
baking 
until 
slightly 
brown. You will say you never knew 
what potatoes were before, if you time 
them right. 


It is not only important to know 
how to cook, but it is equally impor­ 
tant to know where to cook. 
Cook­ 
ing in a dirty kitchen can never pro­ 
duce good food. 
The idea is simply 
preposterous, yet kitchen walls are 
left for months—sometimes for years 
without cleansing. 
In the first place the kitclfen wall 
should have a light tint that the mer­ 
est fleck of dirt can be seen; that the 
sheerest 
cobweb 
can 
be 
brushed 
away; that the tiniest water bug can 
be discerned. It is all folly expecting 
clean food in a kitchen with dirty 
walls. 
Never put a wall coating on 
a 
kitchen wall that is mixed with hot 
water or that has glue in it, or sour 
milk In it if mixed with cold water. 
Glue walls made from horses’ hoofs 
colored up with cheap colorings do 
not indicate good housekeeping. The 
glue is constantly flecking off, fall­ 
ing into the food and the idea of food 
flavored with glue made from horses’ 
hoofs is not appetizing. 
Kitchen walls to be thoroughly sat­ 
isfactory should be alabastined the 
same as every other wall 
in 
the 
house. 
They should be coated regu­ 
larly in the spring and fall of each 
year with a light tint. 
The care of the pantry 
requires 
constant attention. The walls should 
be brushed over every 
year, 
the 
dishes removed from 
the 
shelves 
which should be thoroughly 
wiped 
with hot water. 
If there are ant 
holes or any other insects in the pan­ 
tries a thick putty of the wall coat­ 
ing can be made and all the ant holes, 
even small mice holes can be filled 
with it which will protect the pantry 
from the incursions of disagreeable 
insects and mice.

Soft Rag Dipped In Alcohol W ill Keep 
Them in Condition, 


Some persons have a difficulty in 
keeping mirrors in proper condition, 
but a soft rag dipped in alcohol and 
wiped over the glass, that is after­ 
wards rubbed dry, is all that is neces­ 
sary when the mirror appears dim or 
spotted. 
For this purpose cheese cloth is 
best. 
When spots appear at the back of 
tile mirror on the quicksilver it is gen­ 
erally for the reason that the glass is 
hung where a strong sunlight can rest 
upon it. At first tiny specks no larger 
than pin points make their appear­ 
ance, 
then 
they spread, 
becoming 
larger and finally meet in a cloudy ef­ 
fect which cannot be remedied except 
by a repetition of the quicksilvering 
process. 
Damp walls are another source of 
damage to mirrors, for they, too, de­ 
stroy the quicksilver. 
Frames can be kept in good condi­ 
tion by wiping often with a soft rag. 
If the frame is a good quality of gild­ 
ing it may be washed with soap and 
water when necessary, but the cheap­ 
er, ordinary gilt frames should never 
be touched with water. When they begin 
to blacken a rag 
moistened 
lightly 
with turpentine will usually restore 
the gilding.

to remain on the material for several 
hours. 
A good way to clean a net or lace 
waist is to put it in a heavy pillow 
case and sprinkle it quite lavishly 
with flour and cornmeal. 
Take the 
bag into the yard and shake it vigor­ 
ously, but not enough to injure the 
lace. 
It can be left in the bag for 
several days. 
Take out the waist 
and shake free from dirt and flour mix­ 
ture. 
In most cases the waist will 
not only be perfectly clean, but the 
lace will be light and fluffy looking. 
burs can be cleaned in the same 
manner if they are of light color, 
though the dark ones will look better 
if cleaned by a hot cornmeal process.

Sift a cupful and a half of flour with 
a half teaspoonful of salt and two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and 
rub in three tablespoonfuls of short­ 
ening. 
Add one cupful of light fresh-

soft dough. 
Roll out half inch thick, 
cut and bake on a hot griddle or in a 
hot oven. 
Serve very hot with plenty 
of butter.
